| recently advised this Bureau that his Department is frequently 
requested to admit representatives of foreign governments to inspect the 
New York water system and that such inspections are aL lowed* 

There are transmitted herewith photostatic copies: of eighteen 
self-explanatory lebters and memoranda whiah were made available to this 
Bureau by Commissioner Paduano relating to this matter and which indicate 
that representatives of foreign governments a re also being allowed to visit 
water facilities in other cities of the United States which are named as 
vital facilities in the above-referred to lists. . < 
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It is not known by this Bureau whether foreign representatives are 
being furnished with blue prints and/or detailed information concerning 
these water supply systems at the time they are conducted on these tours of 
inspection. It is believed, however, that in view of the apparent danger 
to the internal security of this country from the standpoint of biologioal 
warfare sabotage, the personnel in charge of these facilities should use 
considerable caution in furnishing information to representatives of foreign 
governments.

Worjping with the 
Navy he helped perfect the process for conversating sea water into fresh water 
by the use of silverized carbon pellets. 

During the later Bureau investigation of Goetz as the subject of 
possible denaturalization proceedings, allegations were received that ha had 
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made statements to the effect that he was a Nazi and in favor of Hitler p olicies}

active member of the German Bundj and connected with the German Club of Los b7C 

Angeles. Investigation failed to prove any of these allegations and Goetz 
on interview emphatically denied all allegations with the exception of his 
connection with the German Club of Los Angdles , whose meetings he admitted 
attending since 1930 and joining this club in 1938. Investigation of the 
German Club of Los Angeles failed to reveal that this organization was engaged 
in any un-American activities.

"enteric (pertaining to the intestines) agents" as BW agents. This 
excerpt points out that a Soviet defectee had previously furnished in- 
formation that the Soviets were incompetent in developing penicillin.

3. The development of specific plans whereby immediate and effective 
countermeasures could be applied upon the discovery of outbreaks of those foreign 
insect pests and plant diseases most likely to be employed by any hostile agency. 

4. That world literature on foreign Insect pests and plant diseases 

be reviewed and analyzed and published in useful form; that such information be 
maintained current and distributed to Federal , state, territorial and local 
agencies. 

5. Obtain information concerning foreign insect pests and plant pathogens 
which might be useful in the development of control and eradication of such agents. 

6. Th at legislation be sought to prohibit or control the importation 

of injuriouji-'fCfeign insect pests and plant pathogens; to control the importation 
of soil; to prohibit the unauthorized importation or disposal in the territorial 
waters of the TJ. S. refuse derived from products originating outside the continental 
United States. 

7. An figency for the recollection and dissemination of information on plant 
diseases within the United States, its territories and contiguous countries be set 
up. 

8. Means be provided for acquiring worldwide information on animal 
diseases and animal population.

9. To strength the inspection and quarantine service of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry. 

10. To reestablish facilities foriesearch on the following animal diseases: 

a. Rinderpest

have discussed this matter before. He has obviously made a study of the back- 
ground of this work insofar as the military is concerned. He said that many 
very impractical things had been suggested as approaches. He feels that rather 
than any effort by enemy agents to bring a sufficient amount of bacteria or 
virus into this country for use, it is much more likely that an infectious 
germ would be sent to the saboteur on a piece of dry paper which would then 
serve As the seed for a culture that the agent could make in about two weeks. 

He further stated that one of the laboratory projects would be to develop in 
a single' suitcase the necessary equipment for a man to take even into a local 
hotel and. culture sufficient bacteria to pump into the water system. 



I told l I that we had no request to make of his group at this 

time, that the FBI had jurisdiction in sabotage investigations, and ary informa- 
tion coming to the attention of his group indicating sabotage or even attempts 
at sabotage through bacteriological methods or any other method should be 
immediately referred to us. He said he understood this and was wondering if 
we could supply him with a summary of' sabotage activities or methods of operation 
of saboteurs.

Eleven major issues ore considered by the Committee in connection ^ 

with their study of^^AR/ warfare and- recommendations concerning each are made 
by the Committee. Some or the mors important issues considered and recommenda- 
tions made are as follows. The Committee- recommends that defensive aspects of 
BW be given increased emphasis in an expanded program. The Committee states 
that CEBAR weapons are uniquely suited for use in sabotage. According to the 
Committee, "The political and strategic considerations which would bear on a 
decision to employ sabotage need continuing study in the light of changing 
conditions and of the best available information about enemy intentions. 

Information about the capabilities of enemy agents in this country and their 
instructions are particularly pertinent for these analyses. Guidance in'this 
area was sought by the Committee from the Federal Bureau of Investigation, but 
the Committee received no information to assist it in appraising,.. the actual 
risks of CEBAR sabotage. ' However, the Committee hopes that through its policy 
of transmitting the information developed in its discussions to' the Federal Jl 
Bureau of Investigation, it has alerted that organization to the hazards implicit ^ 
in the potentialities of CEBAR weapons for sabotage."

The n ^^ ,j]L| 
general consensus of opinion expressed by the technical personnel 
at Detrick is to the effect that bacteriological agents (agent being 
defined as the organism or products of the organism) can be used very 
successfully in offensive warfare and even more successfully in acts 
of covert sabotage. There appears to be much more concern on the part 
of the veterinarians because of the possibility of the successful 
use of animal disease agents being introduced, and on the part of some 
of the plant pathologist where cereal plants are concerned. 

The veterinarians consi der hoof and mouth disease , primarily a 
disease of cattle, and rinderpest , also a disease found in cattle and 
other domestic animals as well, to be extremely dangerous should they 
be introduced in this country. There has been no hoof and mouth disease " 
"5 for some years here in this country and the nearest foci are in Mexico. 

Jk The last outbreak in the United States was stamped out by the slaughterin 
and burying of diseased animals . 

There has been no outbreak of rinderpest on this continent. 
W^gHowever, it is a highly infectious disease for many animals used as 
SSj/ood. The introduction of either one of these could very well result 
irc serious epidemics among domestic animals with serious consequences . 

The plant pathologists are fearful of an introducti on of strains 
jo/ wheat rust to yjhich our predominant species of wheat are not 
pSt resistant . There are two strains which are considered particularly 
M dangerous . One of them has never been encountered in this country and 
IS at present there are no known species of wheat which are not susceptible, 
wfjls for the second one , most of the wheat grown in the wheat belt i-s 
■3»resistant, but 'there are other species of wheat grown which off er no- * A 
JjT resistance to this rust. The latter sped es:w$s discovered present (/ 

is last year in- certain restricted areas in the middle west. However, it 
a is believedlthat the introduction of this species was accidental and 
was carried'jinto the w.iddle west by the wind from the south and. east.

He stated that research has not progressed to a point where epidemics 
could be created in populations and that bacteriological warfare agents used 
against man, for all practical purposes, would require individual infections 
He stated that the possibility of oausing epidemics in cattle-is very good 
because of the lack of sanitary control of oattle. He advised that epidemic 
infestation of food crops is possible and could easily be carried out by 
traveling through belt areas where important crops are raised, such as the 
wheat belts in the Midwest, and releasing airboime spores of plant disease* 

He stated that research has been made on undulant fever caused by 
bruoella melitensis and that at least four strains have been developed, each - 
with five to ten variations. Research has also been made on anthrax caused 
by bacillus anthracis. Both of the above diseases infect man and cattle. 

He stated that research has also been made on the bubonic plague (virulent 
pestis) and on psittacossis caused by the bacteria salmonella psittacossis, 
which infect man, and that the Ghemical Warfare Corps is in a position to 
effectively use these four diseases by covert means and will have perfected 
methods of distributing them by bombs within a year. 

I I stated that research has been made on a 

hoof and mouth disease (rinder-pest), caused by a virus, and that a large 
stockyard area such as Chicago could be infected with the contents of a small 
vial by a saboteur. He advised that an induced epidemic of this disease of 
cattle in the United States would break the economy of the country. 

He advised that other diseases on which research is being conducted 
are smallpox, typhus, and poliomyelitis.

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RECOGNITION OP G-AGENTS 


Ip 


The most useful method for recognizing these agents is by the symptoms 
•which they produce. Thi3 method is necessary due to the fact that the agents 
have no odor. The usual symptoms from exposure to the G— agents is a contraction 
of the pupils of the eyes, thereby causing blurring of vision. It is possible 
that a person would not notice this effect on himself and, for this reason, 
individuals who are working in buildings with possible contamination are 
cautioned to watch each other's eyes for this reaction. Because of this 
contraction, the eyes will ache, followed by a headache. There is usually 
noticed a tightness in the chest with difficult breathing and the nose runs similar 
to asthma attacks. These symptoms are followed by nausea and, if a lethal amount 
was obtained, a person will have convulsions before death. The initial symptoms 
are based on the assumption that an individual does not receive a lethal amount 
within the first few minutes of exposure. 

The Chemical Corps is developing a chemical detection kit by which 
these agents could be identified in air or water. A request will be sent 
through liaison to obtain secret bulletins which have, been published by 
the Chemical Corps concerning chemical identification of these agents. 

^ TREATMENT AND^ROTEC TIP N OF INDIVIDUALS AGAIN3T G-AGENTS 

It is, of course, essential that any treatment after exposure to the 
G-agents must be given whthin a minute or minutes. If follows, of course, that 
as soon as the symptoms are detected, gas masks must be put on. If no mask is 
available, then a wet cloth should be placed on the face and the individual should 
breathe through the cloth until is is nnsaiMe to get out of the building Qf-th g- 
affected area. I ■ 


I Any liquid which might get on a person's skin 
should be removed at once with a damp cloth, preferably dampened with water and 
hairin g soda. If the agents are suspected of being in water, it can be decon- 
taminated by adding baking soda and boiling. The regular Amy gas mask will 
give protection against the G-agents except in exceptionally high concentrations. 

MASKS 

At the prsent time gas masks which we have obtained are designated as 
type M-4. These masks will protect against ordinary concentrations of chemical 
warfare materials including G-agents and ordinary concentrations of bacterial 
warfare agents. According to the officials at Edgewood, the M-4 mask is now 
considered obsolete and if ary further masks are obtained by the Bureau, it 
is suggested they should be of the type known as M-9. The M-9 mask is the 
one now recommended by the Amy and has the canister which attaches on the 
side of the mask. This does away with the necessity of having an air 
tube such as used on the M— 4« The M— 9 is much more compact

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and would be much easier to operate, under conditions such as firing a gun, 
than the M-4* It is pointed out that insofar as the mask itself is concerned, 
the M-4 Will give equal protection. The M-9 has the added advantage that it 
is designed to be used with hoods to prevent any leakage of the gas around 
the periphery of the mask. It is not believed that the hoods would be 
necessary for ordinary attacks using G-agents. The Army is contemplating 
using them only for decontamination purposes and for use if there is reason 
to believe there will be very high concentration of the G gases. 

In connection with the use of hoods, other protective clothing such 
as rubber boots and butyl rubber gloves will be used in decontamination. 

At the present time, the Chemical Corps is developing a semi-permeable fabric 
clothing which would be much more desirable than the rubber. 

It is probable that more information will be available on this in 
approximately six months. This phase of the work will be followed if the 
Bureau is desirous of obtaining such protective materials. 

For the handling of G-agents in water, it was the opinion at Edgewood 
that ary type of gloves impermeable to water and a gas mask would be sufficient 
protection. 

-^PROTECTION OF BUILDINGS 

The engineers at Edgewood have worked out a system of protection for 
buildings against bacteriological warfare and chemical warfare. These 
protective systems are complicated and very expensive, including panel 
systems, filters, and air locks.

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HECOMMENDATIONS: 



1. If the Bureau desires to secure ary more gas masks, it is suggested 
that attempts be made to secure the M-9 "type masks particularly for the use of 
special agents . It is believed that the M-9 mask would be superior to the M-4 
because it is more compact, is designed for use with hoods, and because the M-9 
would permit better manipulation of firearms. The M-4 masks do give equal 
protection to the M-9 and, therefore, if they are easier to secure than the 
M-9, it is suggested that they might be issued to clerical personnel. 

2. Based on the information obtained at Edgewood, it is not believed 
f necessary at the present time to secure protective hoods and clothing for

slickly. The scenes in the laboratory 
are as convincing as those in Arrow- 
smith; the dialogue and character- 
ization has the terse authority of a 
craftsman who is not content to re- 
port but insists on rendering every 
facet of his form. No, there is no con- 
tradiction in what I have written. Mr. 
Balchin has rendered everything he 
intended to render, but he has written 
a slick melodrama. 

The clue to what the novelist has 
left out in this case is the clue to 
what, no matter how unwitting, must 
be called the political bias of this 
book. Although the authorities of the 
democratic government win out in 
the end and the leading scientist, al- 
so the protagonist, wavers but does 
not commit the traitorous act — -in- 
deed, retrieving a fellow worker be- 
fore he can betray his country — the 
reader finds himself at all times root- 
ing for treason. The emotional iden- 
tification lies with the kind of thick- 
headed irresponsibility that in our 
day too often is called “being aware 
of one’s responsibility to mankind 
and to freedom.” 

If you are a novelist and know 
your trade, and you want to make 
your reader sympathize with qualities 
and ideas he would not otherwise ac- 
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cept as his own, you dramatize the 
side of the problem you are for and 
report the side you are against. You 
describe the protagoqist in terms that ' 
make him' the kind of person your 
reader innately wants to be, and you 
describe the authorities, whose law' 
the hero will nearly transgress, as the 
sort of person the reader fears. In the. 
end, you sell out the reader’s sym- 
pathy by allowing your hero to “sell 
out” to ideals that have only b|en 
stated— and the reader closes jnis 
book emotionally agreeing w if h 
treachery. 

This is the way the Communist 
point-of-view is being set forth in, 
novels today. Mr. Balchin, who may 
be an honest dupe, can point to the 
„fact that repeatedly in his novel he 
has his characters say and do those 
words and actions that are expected 
of free-thinking citizens in a democ- 
racy. And the critic can only point 
out that the novel is constructed to 
make the reader wish that the char- 
acters had not acted as they did. Inci- 
dentally and fortunately, the novel 
does not succeed in its purpose: it 
takes more than technique to make a 
reader believe — it takes the integrity 
of imagination and that is what Mr. 
Balchin lacks. » .

He would 
even more profitably attack the distribution system near 
the point of use, selectively. 

...... o Two or more agents might be used simultaneously, thus 

complicating the problems for clinical and laboratory diagnosis 
and therapy. 

As to when or where the enemy might use these con- 
taminants, the answer of course is whenever and wherever it 
suits his purpose do so. The possibility of sabotage 
directed against k&y individuals or selected population 
groups in advance of a declaration of war, must be borne 
in mind. Their use prior to an open declaration of war 
could be timed to an anticipated development period in 
such a manner that key individuals might be casualties 
at the tine of need for important action on their part.
